WINNIPEG,  Oct.  6 <CP>. — Prices  of 
many  basic  foods,  except  meat,  dalrj 
and  bakery  products,  have  reached 
their  peak  and  soon  may  begin  a 
downward  trend,  a survey  of  retailers 
has  disclosed. 

Officials  of  the  Food  Distributors 
of  Manitoba  voiced  the  belief  that 
steady  high  prices  will  prevail  on 
canned  foods.  But  officials  of  wliole- 
sale  houses,  department  store  man- 
agers and  Prices  Board  authorities 
believe  there  already  has  been  a de- 
cline in  the  prices  of  these  com- 
modities and  that  there  will  be  a 
further  drop. 

One  chain  store  manager  said 
prices  of  canned  fruits  and  vege- 
tables have  dropped  from  one  to  two 
cents  a tin  in  the  last  few  months. 

An  officer  of  a wholesale  house 
said  exceptionally  good  growing 
weather  throughout  Canada  had  In- 
creased the  supply  of  many  canned 
food  products,  particularly  fruits  and 
vegetables,  and  consequently  ware- 
houses arc  loaded. 

Because  of  high  prices,  consumer 
demand  for  meat  has  fallen  off  by 
30  to  40  per  cent  In  recent  weeks,  one 
official  reported.  Canned  salmon  had 
Increased  In  price  because  United 
States  buyers  were  paying  hlpher 
prices  than  the  Canadian  market 
offered.  „ 

Retail  managers  said  Jams,  Jellies, 
marmalades,  tomato  Juice,  canned 
tomatoes,  honey  and  most  canned 


vegetables  and  fruits  were  among 
the  goods  now  lower  by  one  or  two 
cents  a tin  than  last  Fall.

OTTAWA.— Would  George  Drew  fire 
the  bureaucrats?  Would  he  use 
the  political  axe  against  the  so-called 
“brain- trusters"?  No.  not  likely;  not 
in  one  swift  head-chopping  sweep, 

anyway.  

There  are  too  ma  iy  of  them,  for  one 
reason.  To  fire  them  all  would  empty 
the  principal  administrative  offices  of 
the  country.  Of  course,  he  might  go  at 
the  Job  slowly  if  he  found  he  wasn’t 
getting  along  with  the  top  men;  clean 
them  out  in  a year  or  so. 

Who  are  these  bureaucrats  that  he 
gets  so  mad  at.  with  whom  he  Is  ao 
outraged?  Last  Saturday,  In  the 
warmth  of  his  election  speech,  was  not 
the  first  time  he  had  singled  out  the 
"economic  lunatics.'  as  he  calls  them. 
George  Drew  has  campaigned  on  pre- 
vious occasions  against  them. 

It  Is  common  talk  around  Ottawa— 
and  the  talk  Is  met  with  amused  smtfes 
—that  Colonel  Drew’s  list  of  brain - 
trusters  includes  the  following: 

Dr  W.  C.  Clark,  deputy  minister  of 
finance;  and  his  three  assistant  deputy 
ministers.  Ken  Taylor  Mate  of  the 
Prices  Board;  H.  B.  Bryce  (Treasury 
Board  Division)  and  A.  K.  Eaton  (Tax- 
ation Division). 

Others  Include  such  big  names  as 
Graham  Tower,  Governor  of  the  Bank 
of  Canada,  and  Donald  Gordon,  deputy 
governor  and  late  prices  czar.  Louis 
Rasmlnsky.  of  the  Bank  of  Canada  Is 
another,  and  Alex  Skelton,  executive 
assistant  to  Hon.  C.  D.  Howe,  another. 
There  Is  a whole  long  list  of  them  in 
the  Finance  Department  and  the  Bank 
of  Canada  who  could  be  Included. 

Fire  them  all?  Not  likely.  And.  as 
a matter  of  fact,  reading  Oeorge  Drew's 
victory  speech  It  was  clear  that  he  had 
no  Intention  of  creating  a riot  of  un- 
certainty in  the  civil  service.  No  leader

HLs  parents,  being  modern,  intel- 
ligent people  do  not  believe  In  cor- 
poral punishment.  They  believe  in 
sweet  reason  The  worst  punishment 
they  devised  for  their  problem  child 
was  ronflnlng  him  to  his  room,  piled 
high  with  comic  books  full  of  murder, 
gangster,  detectives,  tommy  guns, 
death  rays  There,  in  durance  far 
from  vile,  the  little  man  could  lie  and 
drenm  up  fresh  devilment. 

The  result  of  the  psychoanalysts 
was  the  advice  to  impose  less  rest  rant, 
not  more.  The  bad  little  boy  was  to 
be  turned  loose,  and  left  to  his  own 
free  will  and  devices. 

Within  a week,  he  had  been  badly 
beaten  up  by  some  children  In  a neigh- 
borhood formerly  forbidden  to  him; 
a neighbor,  watching  him  stealing 
grapes  In  the  garden,  had  clouted  hlrn 
with  a scantling,  causing  a slight 
fracture  of  the  terminal  vertebra,  very 
painful  to  a boy  not  fond  of  pain,  and 
finally,  coming  home  from  a movie 
show  which  he  had  sat  through  twice. 
In  his  new  freedom,  he  was  clipped  by 
a motor  car,  as  he  dashed  across  the 
dark  street,  and  had  his  arm  broken. 

At  the  moment,  he  is  In  bed,  and 
glad  to  be  there. 

It  would  appear  that  pschoanalysls 
Is  merely  a rfew  and  Imposng  name 
for  common  sense.  81nce  the  parents 
did  not  believe  In  spanking  the  young- 
ster, the  psychoanalyst  merely  ar- 
ranged things  so  that  life  Itself  would 
apply  the  corporal  punishment. 

A sharp  slap  from  a parent  has  more 
significance  than  a punch  on  the  nosa 
from  another  bad  little  boy.  The  flat 
of  the  hand  Is  milder  than  a scantling. 
And  most  parents,  on  due  reflection, 
would  prefer  to  do  the  spanking  them- 
selves than  leave  It  to  a motor  car 
to  do.

It  is  being  made  pos- 
sible by  taxes  which  are  Injuring  in- 
dustry, stifling  initiative,  abolishing 
risk  capita),  adding  enormously  to  the 
cost  of  living,  and  resulUng,  directly 
or  indirectly,  In  tens  of  thousands  of 
our  people  going  to  the  United  States.

An  electrical,* hurt  circuit  is  just  one 
in  which  a fire  can  he  caused.  Fire  destroys  more  homes 
in  the  country  than  any  other  destructive  agent.  To
